The machine was a total wreck. 
The propellers were smashed into 
smithereens, the planes were crushed 
and the hood covering the engine and 
Beachey’s sitting place had been 
crumpled. The velocity with which 
the machine was traveling when it 
struck the tree was shown by the fact 
that the tree, three feet in eter, 
was nearly torn from its roots. 

The flight was Beachey’s farewell to 
the United States for a considerable 
period. He has contracted to give a 
number of exhibitions in the Orient, 
going soon to Japan. Had he never 
done anything more spectacular and 
more daring than he did today, it was 
sufficient to advertise him as a man 
of iron nerve, a man who cares noth- 
ing for death, rather enjoys flirting 
with it and one who will continue to 
furnish thrills in the aviation worid 
as long as he pleases. 

The machine used today by Beachey 
was made by Glenn Martin, the South- 
ern California aviator. It has been 
given no name, but was decidedly of 
a different type than used by the loop- 
the-loop king. It was equipped with 
a Gnome engine of fifty-horse power, 
its planes were twenty-one feet long 
and it weighed 600 pounds. Beachey 
admired the machine greatly for many 
of the improvements added by Martin 
but he admitted that at present he 
could not feel as safe in it or any 
other craft as his own. 

Those who had seen Beachey loop 
the loop on other occasions, declared 
that today’s performance was by far 
the most spectacular and most thrill- 
ing in the history of aviation and 
barring the accident in landing, would 
have gone on record as the marvel of 
man's experiment with gravitation. 

BEACHEY'’S COMMENT. 


Here ts what Beachey said before 
the flight: 

“The air currents ap to be un- 
usually treacherous, is is a new 
machine, one that I have never tested 
and there is no telling what may hap- 
pen.

IS HALTED AT JUAREZ. 


UAREZ (Mex.) March 1.—The 

Benton Investigation Commission 

was prevented today from proceed- 
ing to Chihuahua to examine the slain 
Briton’s body by rebel orders. Col. 
Fidel Avila, military commander here, 
declined to permit them to board the 
regular passenger train which was 
waiting.

FIND SHIPPING COMBINE 


BE DISSOLVED. 


ASHINGTON, March 1.—For- 


the United States is 80 com- 
bined by agreements, pools and con- 
ference arrangements that an at- 
tempt to dissolve the combinations 
would cripple trade. 

This is the conclusion reached by 
the House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee in the final re- 
port of the so-called shipping trust in- 
vestigation made public today. The 
committee, after two years’ of in- 
quiry, recommends that both foreign 


and domestic shipping combinations 
be placed under control of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
that if necessary. the commission be 
enlarged to care for the additional 
work. 

The final recommendations of the 
committee are embodied in the 
fourteenth volume of ite report, just 
compiled, seta forth that shipping 
lines. in practically every trade route 
from or to the United States ports 
are operated by agreement or con- 
ference to restrain competition. The 
report sets forth that the advantages 
accruing to both shipper and ship 
line through these agreements are so 
great that the combinations should 
be allowed to continue, under the su- 
pervision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as to rates, classification, 
rébates and discrimination. It would 
be futile, the committee asserts, to 
attempt to restore competition by 
2 existing agreements termi- 
nated. 

The report deals with 800 foreign 
and domestic navigation companies 
and 200 railroad lines. 

CHAIRMAN'S STATEMENT. 

In a statement summarizing the 
committee's findings and recom- 
— Chairman Alexander 
sai 


“Relative to the foician trade, the 
report shows that it is the almost 
universal practice for steamship lines, 
both on the inbound and outbound 
voyage, to operate under agreements 
and conference arrangements, which 
have for their purpose the contro! of 
competition between the conference 
lines or between them and non-con- 
ference lines. Eighty agreements or 
understandings, involving nearly all 
the regular lines operating on near- 
ly every American foreign trade route, 
are in effect, dealing respectively with 
the traffic to and from Europe, 
Africa, Australia, Asia, South Amer- 
lea, Mexico, Central America and the. 
West Indies. In the few instances, 
where several lines served the same 
trade and denied the existence of co- 
operative arrangements, it Appears 
that one line was sufficiently power- 
ful to dominate the other lines, and 
without effecting any definite agree- 
ment, obtain the desired conditions in 
rates. The agreements referred to 
present fourteen distinct methods by 
which the lines seek to control com- 
petition, either through the fixing 
and regulation of rates, the appor- 
tHonment of traffic, the pooling of 
earnings, or the elimination of non- 
conference lines. 

“With reference to the domestic 
trade the facts show that competition 
in rates between steamship lines has

written or formal agreements are 
rare—apparently have been scrupu- 
lously avoided—and the elimination of 
competition in rates hag been accom- 
plished by other methods. Nearly 
three fourths of the line tonnage oper- 
ated in the American coastwise and 
Great Lakes trade is owned or con- 
trolied by railroads and shipping con- 
solidations. 

“ven as regards bulk carriers there 
is a strong tendency toward the es- 
tablishing of a community of interest 
between the owners. This is especial- 
ly indicated on the Great Lakes. where 
a community of interest, through com- 
mon Officers, directors or large stock- 
holders, or charter relations, exists be- 
tween thirty-seven groups of bulk car- 
riers representing three-fourths of the 
American bulk tonnage on the Great 
Lakes. 

“The committee concluded to recog- 
nize agreements and conferences 
among carriers in the foreign trade 
only if the same are brought under 
some form of effective government 
supervision. Open competition can 


by ordering existing agreements ter- 
minated. Such termintation would 
either cause the lines to engage in rate 
wars which would inevitably result 
in the survival of the fittest, or to avoid 
a costly struggle, they would consoli- 
date through common ownership. 

“For this reason, the committee felt 
that effective government supervision 
is the only means of eliminating exist - 
ing abuses, and assuring to shippers 
the benefits which may flow from co- 
— 22 arrangements among the 

nes. 

As to foreign shipping, the com- 
mittee recommended: 

“That all agreements and under- 
standings between navigation com- 
panies or such companies and ral 
road or shippers be filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission: that 
the commission be authorised to de- 
termine the reasonableness of rates 
and to order rates changed; that re- 
bating be prohibited by law; that the 
commission be empowered to enforce 
fair treatment to shippers; and that 
the use of cutthroat ‘fighting ships’ 
and deferred rebates be prohibited.” 

As to the domestic trade, the com- 
mittee recommended: 

That in addition to the above, the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission be extended to interstate 
port-to-port traffic with full powers to 
regulate and fix rates; that water car- 
riers, if cutting rates against a com- 
petitor be denied the privelege of re- 
storing rates; that all traffic associa- 
tions, pertaining to ral and Water or 
all water transportation be brought 
under the commission; that railroads 
be prohibited from making discrim- 
inatory rates or unfair divisions of 
rates on rail and water routes; the 
railroads be compelled to make ter- 
minal facilities available to all water 
carriers under the regulation of the 
commission and that canal transpor- 
tation in interstate traffic be placed 
under the eupervision of the commis- 
sion.” 

The committee's recommendations 
probably will be embraced in bills 
adopted by the committee at a later 
date, tho it is probable that no 
effort will made to press such leg- 
ialation at the present session of

EVIL’S DEVICE 
IS TANDEM BIKE. 


Humane Officer Tells of Pitfalls 
that Beset ¥pung Girle—Suggesis 
Regulations to Offset Temptations. 
Five Years of Public Service. 


The tandem motorcycle, roller skat- 
ing, the public telephone, the public 
dance, beach parties and abbreviated 
dress are the principal causes for the 
downfall of young girls in the opin- 
ion of D. F. McLaughlin, who termin- 
ated Saturday five years of service 
as humane officer for the Los An- 
keles Humane Society for Children, to 


become vice-president of a business 
concern. 

McLaughlin's conclusions are based 
on his experience in handling the 
cases of several thousand dependent 
and delinquent children. He places 
the tandem motorcycle as first in the 
list of agencies which are contribut- 
ing to the immorality of young girls, 
and he belleves that the use of the 
vehicle should be prevented by law. 

“The tandem motorcycle is proving 
to be the devil's own device,” Me- 
“It is much worse 
than the motor car, which has re- 
ceived much blame as an aid to im- 
morality. 

“The tandem motorcycle is eape 
clally dangerous because of the de- 
grading physical effects that riding 
on the vehicle has with young iris. 
Young people can ride miles into the 
country and return in a comparative- 
lv short time before they are missed 
by their parents or friends, and it is 
easy to follow by-paths with a motor- 
cycle. They are easily concealed from 


“T investigated the case of a 14- 
year-old girl in Santa — in Which 
nine men, each of them owning a tan- 
dem motorcycle, were implicated. I 
have noticed numerous young men 
with tandem motorcycles hanging 
around dance halls, skating rinks end 
other places where girls and young 
women congregate. 

“The use of the tandem motor 
cycle has been: prohibited by law in 
some of the States, I am informed. and 
I believe that it should be done here. 
My records show that it is @ tre- 
mendous force for evil.” 

McLaughlin believes that roller 
skating offers more pitfalis for girls 
than dancing. He says that the physi- 
cal results from skating seem to turn 
the brains of both sexes. He told of 
the case of a mother who realized 
the dangers in roller skating without 
a chaperon and appesied to a police 
officer to assist her in taking her 
daughter away from a rink. 

Dancing, when properly regulated 
and when the young people are chap- 
eroned, does not appear to be espe- 
clally harmful, the former human om- 
cer said. ost of the trouble from 
dances comes * the public dance 
halle. where voung people congregate 
and have not the supervision of their 
parents or chaperones.

Peter Kennedy, aged 32, a plasterer, 
made a determined attempt to kill 
himself in the City Jail last night. He 
slashed both his wrists with an im- 
provised knife made of a twisted tin 
cup. 

The man, fighting the jailor and 
other prisoners in the “drunk tank” 
was taken to the Receiving Hospital 
where Dr. Hiller was forced to put 
him under an anaesthetic before his 
wounds could be sewed up. 

Kennedy was arrested Thursday as 
a drunk. He was booked to “hold,” 


having caused a disturbance at the 


time of his arrest. According to Dr. 
Hiller, he is probably an alcoholic 
lunatic. He will be turned over to 
the county for investigation as a 
probable insane man.

Mrs. Shelton admitted yesterday 
that che had been known as the 
mother, aunt and sister of the child, 
and stated that the first was the true 
relatiorship.

Road Spends Small Fortune 
to Turn Grim Joke. 


Tf you happen to own a rer. 
fair-sised river with real banks and 
a home-loving disposition—offer it 
te the Santa Fe, for that road has 
grave need of it to confer dignity on 
the great 700-foot steel bridge now 
marooned high and dry between 
Duarte and Azusa. 

The embarrassing predicament in 
Which this monarch among local 
ratiroad bridges finds itself by reason 
of the river it once spanned haying 
gone away and left it is perhaps the 
oddest single feature in the wake of 
the rains. The bridge was not in the 
least damaged by the flooded San 
Gabriel and its seven 160-foot spans 
of stel rest unshaken on huge con- 
erete piers and abutments, but this 
fact is of no particular comfort to 
the ratiroad engineers as long as the 
playful San Gabriel continues to gig- 
gle along to itself in a brand new 
hundreds of yards to one side of the 
course that was bridged as such ex- 


As soon as the subsidence of the 
flood waters made apparent the grim 
humor of the San Gabriel the Santa 
Pe engineers went to bat in a deter- 
mined effort to turn the ill-timed joke 
beck on the river. Approximately 
$10,000 has already been epent to di- 
vert the stream from its'new air-line 
course te the sea back under the 
bridge where it belongs. Large as is 
the sum it is amall beside that which 
would be required to build a new 
bridge in the event of failure. A 
gang of several hundred men are 
building @ 1000-foot dam of sand- 
bags, boulders and gravel across the 
new course a short distance below the 
county bridge on the foothill boule- 
— 4 to force the river back into its 


The “old bed“ are only rela- 
tively correct, for the present course 
of San Gabriel is reeliv ite old 
bed.

When the flood wa- 
ters poured out of San Gabriel Can- 
yon and forced the river out of its 
course it broke away a few hundred 
feet below the county bridge and 
went roaring away to the southwest, 
carrying with it about a quarter of a 
mile of track and seriously endan- 

Ting the lives of the residents of 

ktown, a Mexican and negro set- 
Uement near Butler station. 
with big boulders, the flood ged 
out a deeper course for itself in the 
new direction than any it has pre- 
viously enjoyed and this has made 
much more difficult the task of re- 
storing it to its old place. 

The sand for use in the dam is de- 
livered at the county bridge by trucks. 
There the laborers fill the sacks and 
they are hauled by teams to the dam 
site. The 1000-foot gap was almost 


closed yesterday. It ia likely that 
@ynamite will be used in order to 
@eepen the former channel so that 
the river may be confined there in 
future. It ie also probable that the

Furthermore, Secretary Martin de- 
clares the commission will not meet 
with the Finance Committee this 
morning, though Clerk Wilde of the 
Council was instructed by the com- 
mittee to forward an invitation for 
a conference. This invitation was 
never received, Martin says. 
Following the failure to hear from 
Whiffen, the commission forwarded 
him a letter, which will be received 
today, in which a published state- 
ment of Whiffen, to the effect that 
he had failed to get a satisfactory 
report from the commission, ts called 
in question on the showing that two

MUSIC I8 ONE OF THE GREATEST FAC- 
TORS IN THE WORLD'S RELIGIOUS 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke, at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
connection with the rendition of the 
oratorio of “Elijah,” preached yester- 
day on music. His text was. “Oh that 
men would praise the Lord for His 
goodness, and His wonderful works 
to the children of men.” He said in 
part: 


rt: 

“The study of music is a liberal 
education. Music, like poetry, makes 
its appeal to the noblest instincts of 
ihe soul. Christianity was born with 
a song on its lips. Mary sang in the 
thrilling measures of the magnificat; 
the angels sang in their tumultuous 
hallelujah chorus; and the shepherds 
sang in plaintive strains of quiet 
ecstacy. And the world has been sing- 
ing ever since. Paganism does not 
Sing; it lamen Pagodas and 
mosques do not lighten their somber 
— music, but every Chris- 
tian church, however humble. is a 
fonservatory of sweetest melodies. 

“Music has been called the uni- 
versal language, and truly it is a 
means of communication between all 
souls, whatever clime may have given 
them birth. It is the most responsive 
of all the arts, the most human. It 
more nearly breathes, and sees, and 
teels. It possesses all the varying 
hues of the soul. 

“Music is a gift of God. Like all 
the sciences, it ig a radiation of divine 
truth. Music refines and ennobies. 
Music brightens life's dark places, and 
soothes the heart in trouble. Many 
prison doors have opened and man- 
acles burst asunder when troubled 
hearts have sung songs in the night. 

“Music, if not more perfectly than 
printing the art preservative of all 
art, is surely the best interpreter of 
all art and science. The mystery and 
miracle of truth reveal their open 
sesame when studied through the at- 
inosphere of music. I should say that 
Goethe is not quite right when he 
speaks of “a level road leading out 
from music to all the other great 
arts; it is an upward pathway which 
leads from architecture, sculpture, 
painting, and poetry up to music. 

“Music h thus an intellectual fac- 
tor. It is not so much a truth seeker 
as it is a truth finder. It does not 
delve among the rocks, but it comes 
down like a dove from above, sing- 
ing, “this is my beloved son.” It 
dwells in the heights and shouts “ex- 
celsior,” from peak to „ and 
makes life's dizzy Alpine uplands 
echo with hope. 3

“The songs of faith are the songs 
of the soul that will never die.

When one na- 
tion suffers, all other nations suffer 
with it. 

, “The world is gradually evolving 
out of the primitive state when the 
tribes regarded each other as nat- 
ural enemies and it was not wrong 
to injure a member of another tribe. 

“International peace must rest 
upon universal standards of ethics, 
upon the establishment of justice be- 
‘tween nations. 

“The ship of state sails an un- 
charted sea, and the greatest wis- 
dom and statesmanship will be neces- 
sary to avert the clash of arms occa- 
sionally, but we have hope in the 
large number of people being raised 
up everywhere who no longer con- 
sider hatred of other peoples an evi- 
dence of love of one’s own country, 
that is, patriotism. We may confi- 
dently look forward to the day when 
the troubles of the nations will be 
settled by justice, expressed through 
the operation of international laws 
and an international supreme court. 

“We welcome the great gifts of 
money, and the indefatigable labors 
of men designed to promote the cause 
of international peace.“

IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 
DISTRUST OF SELF IS FIRST 
TOWARD PLACING FAITH IN 
JESUS CHRIST. 
Last evening, Dr. John Balcom 
Shaw, the pastor, preached at the 


Immanuel Presbyterian Church, the 
recond of a series of sermons on “The 
Eight Enviables,” people Jesus 
praised on earth. His subject was, 
“The Centurion—the Highest Example 
of Faith.” He said in part: 

Te thing which Jesus praised in 
the centurion was faith, a faith so 
genuine, so marked, so strong, that 
He pronounced it superior to anything 
He had met with in all His own coun- 


try. 

“What is faith? That is a question 
which we moderns ask quite as widely 
and with much the same confusion as 
in Pilate’s day they asked, ‘what is 
truth?“ 

“I have in my notebook a whole 
page of definitions of faith, which I 
have gathered from all manner of au- 
thorities, and upon reading them 
through am less clear about its es- 
sential meaning than I was before. 
“Put simply, faith is confidence in 
another, and Christian faith is con- 
fidence in Jesus Christ, and a con- 
fidence so unquestioning that we are 
willing to commit our case to Him 
and, never doubting, rest assured as 
to the issue. 

“But back of such an act of faith, 
and always going with it, is a second 
thing—namely, lack of confidence in 
one’s self; for if we did not distrust 
ourselves we would not turn to Christ 
with our case. Both of these elements 
unite in the act of Christian faith. 
Dr. Horatio Bonar was so definite as 
to say that faith consisted in a poor 
opinion of one’s self and a good opin- 
lon of Christ. 

“Because we have come to distrust 
our own ability or wisdom of right- 
eousness, end have reached the point 
where we have confidence in the wis- 
dom, power and  righte6usness of 
Christ, we lift our faith to Him. 

“And that is always the logical or- 
der. Not until we have ceased trust- 
ing ourselves do we begin trusting in 
Christ. And all this is but another 
way of saying that repentance and 
faith go always together, and makes 
it clear that repentance must come be- 
fore and pave the way for faith. 

“Measure this centurion by such a 
standard and it becomes cigar at once 
why his faith was so highly com- 
mended by Jesus. He surely had both 
a poor opinion of himself and a high 
opinion of Jesus. How utterly humble 
he was. Not only as to his ability to 
heal or get his servant healed, but as 
to his worthiness. And how exalted 
his estimate of Christ. ‘I am high 
in authority,” was his confession, ‘so 
high that my word is law and no 
soldier dare disobey it, but I am as 
nothing in Thy presence, and cannot 
think of asking or permitting you so 
much as to enter my house.” Put in 
a nutshell: He felt himself wholly un- 
worthy of Christ's recognition, but 
regarded Jesus altogether worthy of 
his recognition. No wonder that Jesus 
pronounced that the rarest example 
of faith He had, up to that time, come 
in contact with. 

“What a hint for us. We, too, mu 
get down to get up, and the lowe 
opinion of ourselves will lead to a re- 
pose of our faith in Jesus Christ.” 


REV. W. I. TUCKER. 
CALVARY BAPTIST 
CHRISTIANITY AS SUPERLATIVE,

It is not a book revealing principles 
but a behk revealing a person—the 
person of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. 
“Christianity is the only faith with 
prophesy and prediction. The Bible 
not only tells, but it foretells: it not 
only knows, but it foreknows. It pub- 
lished the plan and purpose of God 
from the beginning to the end. Past 
history was once divine prophesy and 
future history is now prophesy. 
“(Christianity is the only faith with 
a Ming head. Christ liveth, We can 
aay of Buddha: ‘He lived and ts now 
dead of Mohammed: ‘He lived and 
iy now dead: but of Christ we tri- 
umphantly say: ‘He was dead, but 


behold alive forevermore.’ He would 


| 


have been held the bars and bonds 
of death like all others, but He was 
the master of the keys of hell and 
the grave and He came out! 

“Christianity is the message of a 
living Christ. We know Christ lives 
because He lives in the believer. 
Christianity is the only faith which 
afsures divine world-government. The 
prophetic outlook is that the king 
doms of this world are to be the king- 
dom of our Lord and His Christ. He 
who came the first time in grace will 
come the second time in government. 
He will be the king of the kings and 
the Lord of the lords. There will be 
a glad hour in this universe when 
everything will proclaim and exciaim: 
The Lord reigneth—let the nations 
rejoice.’ 

“T tell you the Christian fa'th is 
worthy of all suffering and saéri‘ice. 
How anyone can be a nominal Chris- 
tian is an anomoly. I want thou- 
sands of dollars today with 10,000 
thanks to God for the privilege of 
evangelization. The difference between 
the heathen and many so-called Chris- 
tlans in America is that the heathen 
are in idolatry and many Christians 
in I-dollar-try! Christ is better then 
cash, souls better than silver, the 
Bible better than bonds, and the 
gospel more than gold and this is 
the gospel which must be told.”

REV. C. T. MURPHY. 
ST. ATHANASIUS CHURCH. 
INTRODUCTION OF BIBLE STUDY INTO 
J OOL CURRICULA, ONLY 

At St. Athanasius Episcopal Church 
yesterday the rector, Rev. C. T. Mur- 
phy, spoke on the text, “Man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” He said in part: 

“No one wants religion taught in 
the public schools, much less any of 
the modern sectarian forms of Chris- 
tianity. The church and the home 
are needed for religious training, be- 
cause religion is the guidance of a 
man in worship and social action. But 

make known te a child that there 

a God; to relate his conscience to 
all the elements of his growing 
knowledge, and lay a permanent 
foundation for the subsequent career 
of a moral being by opening the mind 
to the highest éxperiences of the 
human race with reference to the 
Divine Being set forth in the scrip 
tures of the Old and New Testaments, 
is not teaching religion or sectarian- 
ism, but only common sense. With- 
out the culture of the Bible, educa- 
tion is partial, un-American, and 
morally ineffective. In no other way 
can we dare to impart the sense of 
the moral government of the world. 
And because we do not use the Bible, 


** in spite of honest efforts made to be 


‘fair’ in this matter, the effect of our 
Godless curriculum is the promotion 
of practical atheism in thought and 
of moral irresponsipility in conduct. 
For the child is held in his minority 
by only temporary restraints upon his 
inclinations. School discipline, the 
‘public opinion’ of school-yard so- 
clety, truant officers and juvenile 
courts, supply no. controlling factor 
for the independent moral career of 
manhood. A sound life must have «a 
foundation, and the name of the one 
who stands behind the moral law as 
well as the physical law is the only 
rock on which to build securely, 80 
as to endure temptations. 0 
“Our educators are facing a dell- 
cate problem when they try to put 
the Scriptures back into our educa- 
tional system in California. But 1 
believe they will succeed without 
much difficulty when they really try. 
However, the local press has iately 
printed interviews with certain mem- 
bers of the school board in which 
they oppose the use of the Bible in 
any form in the schools. These pub- 
lie utterances require answers from 
those holding the other view, for this 
is too important a matter of public 
policy to go by default. The rea- 
sons 1 seem to me to be incon- 
clusive and insincere. The bugaboo 
of sectarianism is the chief reason al- 
leged. But sectarianism has to do 
with the organization of persons for 


worship, not with the teaching of 
children the contents of the — 
of books. Then the criticism as to 
‘which Bible?’—whether the ‘Jew- 


ish, (Roman) Catholic or Protestant’ 
—seems to be trivial in the extreme. 
The brilliant Romanist who advances 
it cannot be serious with such a plea 
to keep the Bible away from the tens 
of thousands of children under his 
care. The Douay version of the 
Roman communion is antiquated and 
clumsy. And surely no educated gen- 
tleman would choose the worst trans- 
lation for use in the schools. Yet 
to refuse the Douay Bible, if nothing 
elee be allowed, would be, it seems 
to me, as if we refused starving chil- 
dren their morsel of bread. because 
forsooth, the loaf was marked with 
an R' instead of a F.“ Or again, to 
permit a small group of Hebrews in 
a Christian community to prevent the 
study of the Bible is a short-sighted 
policy. For the Hebrews in this coun- 
try are forsaking their ancient faith 
and manners to such a degree that 
one would think their leaders would 
welcome the help the schools might 
give in teaching their own Hebrew 
literature to those in danger of utter 
apostasy. The Jew has contributed 
nothing directly to the moral foun- 
dations of this nation: but indirectly 
through the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments he has given this 
nation an inestimable benefit. A mis- 
taken prejudice of a few Jews ought 
not now to stop the study of the 
Bible in the public schools.” 


REV. W. O. FISHER. 
HARVARD HEIGHTS CHURCH. 
GENUINE INVITATION, ALONE. WILL 
BRING THE ABIDING PRESENCE OF 
JESUS CHRIST. 

At Hervard Heights United Pres- 
byterian Church last night, Rev. W.

Ife will not force an entrance into a 
human heart: He awaits an invitation. 
Would you have Him in your home— 
in your heart? Invite Him. 

Second, the motive of the invita- 
tion. Why did these disciples invite 
Jesus to abide with them’? They 
wanted Him. The whole atmosphere 
of this incident indicates as much. 
Had they not really desired Him, He 
would not have accepted their invita- 
tion. They had a burning desire for 
Him. This burning desire indicated 
a longing spirit and a thirsting soul. 
I believe it is possible for one who 
really does not want Jesus, to invite 
Him. Some selfish motive—social 
standing, business intereste—renders 
imperative the friendly attitude. Will 
Jesus accept such invitation’ Never. 
Genuineness must be back of the 
motive prompting the invitation.

Since 1911 transport work- 
ers, miners, railwaymen, London, Leith and 
Dublin dockers, and High Wycombe chair- 
Makers have been engaged in bitter dis- 
putes, and London was recently threatened 
with a coal famine, owing to the coal por- 
ters’ dispute.” | 

There is now pending in the English me- 
tropolis a trial of strength between the me- 
chanics engaged in the building industry 
and the contractors. In 1912 a period of 
depression in building was succeeded by one 
of activity, and the unions took advantage 
of the situation to demand an increase of 
pay and a reduction of working hours. 
These demands were acceded to by the em- 
ployers and embodied in agreements in 
writing between the unions and the em- 
ployers. 

These ents contained a mutual 
pledge that “no exception shall be taken to 
the employment or non-employment of a 
man on the ground thai he is or is not a 
member of such society or <ocleties (trade 
union organization.)” 

It was further agreed that for the ad- 
justment of all disputes upon a difference 
arising between an employer and any of his 
workmen “notice shall be given by the as- 
sociation of the complaining party to the 
association representing the other side, and 
the subject matter of dispute shall there- 
upon be referred to the board of concilia- 
tion.” 

In despite of these pledges, when some 
employers hired a few non-union men, the 
unions, instead of referring the matter to 
the board of conciliation as agreed, ordered 
strikes and tied up twenty big jobs. 

The builders called a conference on De- 
cember 23, 1913. They demanded of the 
unions “that the contracts with them should 
be kept, that the strikers hold be penal- 
ized and ordered back to work, and that no 
similar attempts to coerce non-unionists 
should be made in the future.” 

The unionists refused to comply with this 
demand, and the employers decided to sum- 
marily terminate the agreements entered 
into with the unions. 

The employers attempted then to enforce 
their demands upon the workmen individ- 
ually by requiring them to sign individually 
the agreement which the unions had signed 
and violated. Acting upon the advice of 
the union officials the men refused to sign 
these documents, with the result that 40,- 
000 workmen were discharged, a lock-out 
prevails, and all the big building jobs 
London are at a standstill. 7 

The employers have thus far made no at- 
tempt to replace the men who have been 
locked out by importing men from other 
districts. The non-union men in London 
are terrorized by the unions and do not 
seek work, and building has ceased in Lon-

PASADENA, March 2.—The new 
arif lan, for one thing, has lost to 
the Pacific Coast a large steel plant 
that would otherwise have been added 
te its list of manufactories. C. M. 
Schwab, president of the Bethlehem 
Nel Company, who is at the Hotel 
Green, said yesterday that it had been 
Nin intention to establish a steel rail 
mill at San Francisco, but that he 
had totally abandoned the plans when 
the tariff law was enacted. He also 
aid that the Panama Cana! will be 
the means of opening vast ore deposits 
in South America and that in the 
transeportetion of this ore, he will be, 
perhaps, the largest single user of the 
canal, bui that the tariff conditions 
will not make it profitable to bring 
the ore to California 
Narth American Pacific Coast points 
for menufacture. It will all go east, 
where the plant of the Bethlehem 
company will be greatly enlarged. 
“T ain now having built abroad,” 
he ssid, “a fleet of ten 20,000-ton ves- 
sels, with which (o ship ore from the 
western coast of South America. to 
the eastern plants, through the Pan- 
ama Canal. They will be ready for 
use In 1916. These ships will be among 
the largest to ply a trade through the 
canal, of which waterway the Beth- 
lehem company will be one of the 
most extensive users. There is a vast 
area of ore deposits in South America, 
particularly in Chill. It is ore of a 
Ver superior quality, equal to the 
best Swedish ore, and it will mean 
much to the steel business of the 
United States to get it. 
“Tt was my intention to establish 
a rail mill In San Francisco, but 1 
have given up those plans. Tariff 
conditions make them impracticable. 
Pacific Coast steel manufacturers can- 
not compete with forelen manufac- 
turers. When you consider the ques- 
tion of fuel and the lack of a tariff, 
competition with the foreign manu- 
facturers here is impossible. I think 
that for the present, at least, all de- 
velopment of this kind on the Pa- 
eine Coast is precluded by the tariff 
conditions that now obtain. 
However, I believe that the Pacific 
Coast, and especially Califdrnia, is 
destmed to be one of the most thick- 
ly populated parts of the United 


— 
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— 
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States and that it will become a manu- 
facturing center. You have oil here, 
and a supply of it that is permanent, 
besides many other natural ad- 
vantages. I like California very 
much. I have been ill and came here 
for a few weeks’ rest. I could not 
have found a pleasanter place, and 
Pasadena and the parks here and the 
Green Hotel are magnificent.” 

. Schwab denied with a laugh the re- 
port that he has come here to make 
plans for a permanent home in Call- 
fornia, 

“No,” he said, “I have no intention 
of that. This is pretty. It is nice 
here. But, for me, it would be too 
far from the center of my activities. 
Perhaps some day, when I am less 
actively engaged— but, no, I have no 
intentions of coming to California to 
live, now.“ 

As to the business conditions of 
the country he had this to say: 

“Business during the last few 
months has been slow, but from tele- 
grams and letters I have received in 
the last few days I believe conditions 
are improving, and I hope that they 
will continue to do so. I, myself, 
have been a little pessimistic, but 


then I hope that I have been wrong |. 


in that.” 

From here Schwab expects to go 
to San Francieco for his annua) visit 
to his plant there, the Union Iron 
Works. He said that he hopes to 
see something of Los Angeles before 
he leaves for the north and spoke 
with admiration of the successful 
fight that that city has made against 
attempts to unionize it. He referred 
to the dynamiting of the old Times

his appointment by Mayor Whealton 
was not confirmed. 

When the City Clerk called the 
roll of Councilmen on the appoint- 
ment, Councilman Beatty, supported 
for election by the Socialists, refused 
to vote. Councilmen Moist and Woll- 
brinck voted no, and Councilmen 
Caldwell, Callahan and Stevens voted 
yes. This majority the clerk de- 
clared, was sufficient to name Golder. 
The charter states, however, that a 
majority of the Council is four mem- 
bers, and there is a vacant seat on 
the Council. The City Attorney Is 
looking up the law in the matter. 
Golder came here eighteen months 
ago from Denver, where he many 
years of service as Councilm and 
was chairman of the committee on 
streets and bridges. 


RUSHING REPAIR WORK. | 


Long Beach is still cut off from 
surrounding cities by destruction of 
highways in the floods. Supervisor 
Hinshaw reports that work is being 
rushed to complete repairs on the 
Montebello bridge on the Whittier 
road, so that that roadway may be 
used between Los Angeles and this 
city. The repairs will not be com- 
pleted until Wednesday, and in the 
meantime the autoists of the city, es- 
pecially the tourists who have ma- 
chines, are chafing at the confine- 
ment.

CURRENT RATES DROP. 

Electric current took a drop here 
today. Following the order of the 
State Railroad Commission and a 
simultaneous voluntary reduction by 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, the juice went down from 8 to 
7 cents per kilowatt hour. House- 
holders, who also see in the shorten- 
ing days a further reduction of their 
light bills, are rejoicing. They are 
anxious for the city and Kailroad 
Commission Commission to get busy 
together on the rate for gas, mixed 
and natural. The gas was declared 
below the average of 600 English 
heat units by the city gas inspec- 
tor yesterday. This is thoüght to be 
because of the recent shortage of oil at 
the local plant, and is a temporary 
condition only.

Ttaly’s Victory in Tripoli and Cyre- 

nacca Deprives the United States of 
Many Works of Antiquity. 

[New York Press: J Italy’s two new 
possessions——-Tripoli and Cyrenacca— 
are fast proving veritable treasure 
grounds of antiquity. The discoveries, 
too, are of especial interest in the 
United States, in that the latter just 
missed having all of these valuable 
finds for herself. Several years ago 
the United States secured from Tur- 
key permission to make excavations 
* Tripoli and Cyrenacca for antiqui- 


The work had just been nicely be- 
gun under Prof. Norton when Italy 
declared war against Turkey and an- 
nexed the two countries. This not only 
cut off the American concession, but, 
under the Italian law which prohib- 
its the exportation from Italian soil 
of all works of antiquity and which 
makes these also the property of the 
state, there is little chance that any 
of the wonderful statues and other 
ancient relics unearthed by Prof. Nor- 
ton will ever get to the United States. 

So many antiquities are now being 
found that both the Ministers of Colo- 
nies and Public Instruction have been 
obliged to create a special department 
for their excavation and preservation. 
It has even been necessary to have the 
Italian soldiers still in the province 
carry on the work of trench digging 
and fortification bullding with ut- 
most care, as time after time the sol- 
diers have brought to light exquisite 
statues and other valuable antiquities.

Heavy orange shipments carried to 
Puget Sound points by steamers under 
poor ventilation have resulted in the 
announced determination of dealers 
in Washington cities to cease water 
transportation of Southern California 
fruit in favor of rail routing. Port- 
land brokers, however, declare they 
will continue shipping on the “Big 
Thtee” liners to give the service a 
thorough test. 

“As I understand it, orange ship- 
ments to Seattle and Tacoma have 
not been given the most desirable lo- 
cations aboard ship, and there have 
been high temperatures as a conse- 
quence,”’ said George W. Powls. who 
represents the Orange Exchange in- 
teresta here. “Shipping to Portland 
by water is yet largely an experi- 
ment, but officers of the steamers are 
doing all possible to provide proper 
ventilation. In checking back, we 
find that the handling of fruit, both at 
the harbor of Los Angeles, and Port- 
land, is satisfactory, great care being 
exercised, and the only trouble has 
been with temperatures. 

“In some instances there has been 
shrinkage of 2 to 3 per cent. on de- 
livery here, and in a few cases it was 
as high as 9 to 10 per cent.”

WAVES ITS LAST 
GREEN GREETING 


Great Arcade Station Palm 
to Be Removed. 
— —ñ 
For Third Time in Its Fifty 
Years of Life. 


Site Clearing for New Depot 
Begins Tomorrow. 


How many millions have seen the 
towering palm that has majestically 
swayed ite way upward toward the 
skies, finally over-reaching the old 
Arcade station of the Southern Pa- 
cific? Could the palm but answer, it 
would give more valuable data than 
was ever collected by a Chamber of 
Commerce or the officials of the rail- 
road. 

And the old palm, so typical of the 
growth of the city of which it has 
been so true a landmark, is again to 
be moved. It is almost thirty-five 
years since its last move, and so firm- 
ly has it become rooted to its pres- 
ent place of abode that it may be 
fatal to tear it from old haunts and 
place it among strangers. Sentimental 
railroad officials are not sufficiently 
numerous, however, to have provided 
for this veteran palm a niche in the 
new depot, which necessitates its 
present change of address. Roadmas- 
ter Clarence E. Stephens has been 
authorized to make all preparations 
for the transplanting to a site not 
yet definitely decided on. Half a cen- 
tury ago the palm was brought from 
the desert and planted on San Pedro 
street, between what are now Sec- 
ond and Third streets, but which in 
the late 5078, did not exist. In 1873 
Mr. and Mrs. O. A. Wilson purchased 
the property on which this palm and 
two of its brothers stood. They sold 
the place in 1880, and the rchaser 
the following year proceed to erect 
a warehouse on the site, and offered 
the palms to the Southern Pacific to 
vee in front of the then new Arcade 
station. It took weeks of work, a 
crew of considerable size. and con- 
siderable incidental expense before 
the palm, then about thirty feet tall, 
was transferred from its first Los 
Angeles residence to the present 


Instead of being hauled through the it. 


streets reclining, the palm was moved 
Standing, its head majestically erect, 
but on this move it will be necessary 
to humiliate its grandeur because of 
slectric and other wires. It is now 
about seventy-five feet tall and great 
difficulties may be encountered, even 
though it is carried on its side. 

The moving of the palm spells the 
end of the present depot. Morris 
Orsatti has purchased the various 
buildings along Central avenue be- 
tween Third and Sixth streets, and 
will begin their demolition tomorrow, 
indicating that the work on the new 
station e actually to commence. He 
has thirty days in which to carry out 
bis portion of the contract. When 
completed, there will be nothing left 
of the structures which for years 
have been such an eyesore to the ar- 
riving and departing travelers. 

The tenants, who have hung on to 
the last, were last Friday given three 
days’ notice to get out, and the build- 
ings, even including the old Central 
Hotel, will be a thing of the past 
within another two or three weeks.
